He showed the effect of his recent 
serious attack of the grip, and moved 
about with some effort. 

Then came the German ambassador, Dr. 
Von Holleben, in the German diplomatic 


‘uniform of the highest rank, with its abun- 


dance of gold lace and medals of distinc- 
tion. With him walked, Baron Speck Von 
Sternberg, first secretary of the German 
embassy, in the brilllant blue uniform of 
the Imperial Guard, with high-top boots, 
cossack fur hat and tall silver pompom. 
The German military, naval and civil at- 
taches, in their various uniforms, added to 
the brilliancy of this party. 

In the absence of M. Cambon, the Frencn 
ambassador, the French embassy was rep- 
resented by a trio of richly-decorated of- 
ficilals—Mm, Thiebut, Taignay and Boeufve. 
There was one very notable feature of the 
French party, in that on ‘the breast of each 
showed, for the first time at an official 
function, the superb decorations conferred 
on them by the queen regent of Spain for 
their services in re-establishing peace.

necessity for a large military force to pro- 

tect him. 

The recently formed league. known as La 
Patrie Francaise, headed by MM. Ferdi- 
nan@d Brunetiere-Coppeo and Maurice Bar- 
res, with a large following of authors, pro- 
fessors and scientists, whose avowed object 
is to knit intellectual France into a union 
for counteracting the Dreyfus agitation, 
has raised a, fierce press controversy, which 
threatens an agitation worse than that 
which Le Patrie Francaise was intended to 
counteract.

Havana, January 2.—The people of Has 
vana are in a joyful mood today in spite 
of the disappointment experienced over the 
fact that the projected festivities have been 
postponed. The resentment quickly ,subsi- 
ded and gave place to composure, The city 
was tranquil last night. 

Major General Brooke's impressions of 
Cuba are pleasant. He regards the people 
as being emotional, mild and orderly. 

Americans are now conducting the cus- 
toms, postoffice and telegraphs and, in fact, 
all public businesses, with Spanish and Cu- 


ban employees. 

Colonel Bliss, the American collector of 
customs; has been instructed by the au- 
thorities at Washington not to appoint 
Americans to subordinate places in this or 
the other: customs houses. Only Cubans 


are to be appointed. 

After General Brooke takes up his head- 
quarters in the palace Mrs. Brooke will ar- 
range for a series of social] functions. The 
headquarters for the present will be at the 


general’s hotel. 

Generals Brooke and Ludlow see many 
of the prominent Cubans. They permit 
easy access to themselves. as it is their 
wish to make a wide personal and official 


acquaintance. 

As the civil police is slowly formed, the 
American troops will be sent tnto*the coun- 
try. 

Ten batteries of the Second artillery have 
been landed from the United States trans- 
port Chester. One battery was sent to 
Morro castle, another is garrisoned at Ca- 
banas fortress, a third*is stationed near the 
palace and the other batteries are camped 
at Vedado. 

The United States transport Saratoga ar- 
rived here today from Charleston, 8. C., 
with the Third Nebraska regiment on 
board. 

Two Cuban soldiers, carrying rifles, were 
stopped by a patrol of the Tenth United 
States regular infantry on Gallano street 
last night. and were required to give up 
their weapons. They did so, after an ar- 
gument. 

It developed today that the company of 
the Indiana regiment which waved Cuban 
flags during the parade yesterday, was not 
arrested, as cabled last night. [nvestiga- 
tion showed that the flags were distributed 
to them by Cubans in the crowd, and that 
the act of waving them was thoughtless 
and not prearranged. 

Twenty-five Cuban horsemen, well mount- 
ed and armed, joined the column at the

Havana Correspondent of London Pa- 
per Says Cubans Are Benefited. 
London, January 3.—The Havana corre- 
spondent of The Times referring to the re- 
fusal of General Maximo Gomez to sur- 
render his arms until an independent gov- 
ernment is granted, says: 


“I believe that the influence ‘of General 
Gomez with rebels is completely ended.” 
Commending editorially upon the foreroe- 
ng letter, its correspondent’s opinion and 
transfer of sovereignty in Cuba from Spain 
to the United States The Times says: 

“Such a transfer was the best thing that 
could have happened to the Cubans. For 
their own sakes it is to be hoped that their 
politica! education will be rapid and com- 
plete, since it is certain that the Americans 
will not tolerate the impatience of law 
which a long and demoralizing struggle has 
engendered.’’

REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE.

Canton, O., January 2.—Judge William 
R. Day, president of the Parig peace com- 
mission and®late secretary of state, re- 
ceived a welcome home this evening, which 
took tihe form of a banquet at the Barnett 
house, given by the Stark County Bar As- 
sociation. 

Judge George E. Baldwin delivered the 
welcoming address, to which Judge Day 
responded. 

Judge Day paid a high tribute to the le- 
gal fraternity of Stark county, closing with 
an eloquent reference to President McKin- 
ley, a member of the association, and re- 
citing his devotion to the country during 
the war and the incidents leading thereto. 
He then spoke as follows of the matters 
which took himself and his colleagues to 
Paris: | 

“Recognizing that there are certain mat- 
ters which may not properly be discussed 
on an occasion of this kind, I think I may 
nevertheless say something to my brethren 
of the bar of the events which has oc- 
curred in the period of our separation. If 
I were called upon to state the most grati- 
fying circumstances of our’! foreign rela- 
tions during the war it would be found ‘in 
the uniformly cordial and hearty friend- 
ship of the English nation before and dur- 
ing the ‘struggle.

(Haverhill, Mass.; January 2.—John C. 
Chase, elected On a socialistic platform, 
took the vath of office as mayor of Haver- 
hill today. In his inaugural speech Mr. 
Chase assured the members of the city g0vV- 
ernment and the people that “every atom 
of power’ possessed by the mayor will be 
“exercised on the defense and support of 
the principles of svucialism insefar as they 
may Le applicable to a municipality.”’ 

The mayor then referred to the dsirability 
of preserving equal\rights upon which ‘the 
liberty and happiness of every man, wo- 
man and child are conditioned,” and as- 
serted that these are possible of attain- 
ment “only through the establishment of 
the co-operative commonwealth.” Contin- 
uing, Mayor Chase said: 


“I believe that every power the munici- 
pality possesses shouid be placed at tne 
disposai of the peopre in the interest of 
civilization. With that aim in view, I sub- 
mit the following specific recommendation: 

“1. Phe passage of an order esiablishing 
the minimum wage for street employees at 
$2 for eight hours’ work. 

“2. Union wages and conditions te prevail 
in ail brick and stone masons’ work per- 
formed under the directiogs of the street 
department. 

‘3. All city printing to bear the union 
label.”’ 


The mayor then took up the subject of 
the unemployed, which he said had devel- 
oped from the displacement of labor by 
machinery and the concentration of capital, 
‘and a question which he said no municipal- 
ity could solve, as it ‘had become a national 
and international one. He recommended 
that land suitable for the raising of food 
products be secured, that such unemployed 


the city to furnish seeds and fools; the en- 
largement of the fuel yard at the city farm 
to such proportions as will permit all who 
dgsire to earn by their labor such fuel as 
they may require; the appropriation of such 
an amount of money as may warrant to 
be used in providing employment directly 
upon public works not in competition with 
the regular employees of the city, but upon 
special work. :

“War Department Is Anxious That He 
Should in No Way Be Harsh 
with the Insurgents on 
the Island of 
Panay. 


Washington, January 2.—Nothing more 
has been heard at the war department 
Otis, at Manila, since his 
cablegram of yesterday was received. The 
Situation is irritating, in the fact that, ac- 
cording to the experience of the iast few 
days, it is not to be expected that anything 
more can be heard from Iloilo for a day 
or two at least, except.in the very improb- 
able event that the American forces ‘have 
teen repulsed in their efforts to make a 
landing, and have been oBliged to return 
Straight to Manila. 

It is surmised, from tke reports, 
that General Miller is proceeding wit 
more tact and with less roughness i 
his cealings with the insurgents than 
appeared from a first inspection of the 
reports. 

His purpose apparently was to avoid such 
a formal recognition of the insurgents as 
might tend to embarrass the United States 
government hereafter, but at the same 
time not to deal harshly with them if ‘they 
can be brought to see the rectitude of his 
intentions. \ Therefore, the officials are of 
the opinion that there will be no actual 
hostilities between the forces arrayed 
against General Otis and his own, but that 
at the worst the former will retire from 
the city without accepting or rejecting the 
American overtures until they have heard 
from Aguinaldo. __.. 

General Otis has t@ken steps to acquaint 
General Miller with the very latest Mstruc- 
tions of the president, and a special meés- 
senger is now on his way from Manila to 
Iloilo. 

Although officials profess the 
strong belief that no serious trouble 
will occur, they have taken the precau- 
tion'to expedite the dispatch of mili- 
tary re-enforcements to General Otis’s 
command in the Philippines. 

Orders have been issued for the Twentieth 
regiment of infantry, at Fort Leavenworth, 
to time its departure so as to be in San 
Francisco by the 7th instant, in order to 
embark on the military transport being 
fitted out to sail for Manila on that date, if 
possible. The two other infantry regiments 
which are under orders to proceed to the 
Philippines by the Pacific route—the Third 
and Twenty-second—will follow as soon as 
means of water transportation can be se- 
sured. Three other regiments are also un- 
der orders to proceed to Manila by way of 
the Mediterranean and Suez canal. These 
are the Fourth, Twelfth and Seventeenth 
infantry regiments. They will make the 
trip on the new transports Mobile and Mo- 
hawk, and unless present plans miscarry 
they will embark at New York on the i7th 


instant. 

Major General Lawton, the ‘hero of El 
Caney, who has been ordered to take com- 
mand of the military forces in the Philip- 
pines, under the difection of Major General 
Otis, as military governor of the archipel-

WILL THROW MEN OUT OF EMPLOYMENT 


Cubans Are Quite Sore Over an Order 
Sent Out by General Brooke 
Touching the Revenue. 


Santiago de Cuba, January 2.—An order 
has been received from Havana which, if 
enforced, will mean, in the judgment of the 
commercial classes here, serious injury to 
the province. This is a direction to trans- 
mit the entire customs receipts each week 
to Havana. Compliance with such instruc- 
tions would involve the abandonment of 
many necessary public improvements, es- 
pecially in the matter of r@ads and water- 
works. 

Since the American occupation began 
these funds have been used for such pur- 
poses and have been the principal means 
of meeting the necessary expenditures, The 
Heraldo says that to carry out this order 
would rob 10,00 Cubans of employment, 
most of whom would probably take to the 
hills and bécome bandits, having no other 
recpurse. Robert T. Mason, British consul, 
at Santiago, says it was ‘Spain's practice of 
monetary centralization which vaused most 
of her troubles in Cuba. 

Genera] Leonard Wood, United States 
military governor of the department, on 
being asked to express an opinion respect- 
ing the order, declined to be interviewed, 
but it is reported that, without offering any 
criticism of the policy which dictates the 
order, he has shown his annoyance at the 
possibility of a stop being put to the good 
work being done in the province.- The local 
taxation fund is barely sufficient to meet 
the expenses of the city. There is nothing 
over for important improvements, and the 
customs receipts are considered by com- 
petent judges to be absolutely necessary 
for the successful management of the pro- 
vince. 

Popular excitement over the order is 
growing among all classes. The chamber 
of commerce, the Sons of Veterans, the su- 
preme court and the San Carlos Club have 
called meetings to take action, and each 
cable Washington an 
earnest protest against what is described 
as the ‘“‘suicidal policy of centralizing mon- 
ey at Havana.’’

BROOKLYN HAS $300,000 FIRE.

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FIRST SESSION OF THE NEW 
COUNCIL. 


The new city council was formally in- 
Stailed at the’ city hall last night.. The old 
council met in adjourned session at 7:30 
o'clock, with Mayor Pro Tem. Dimmock in 
the chair. Alderman Turner introduced a 
resolution expressing the thanks of the 
ccuncil to Mayor Collier for his capable 
and efficieut work during his administra- 
tion. The resolution was unanimously 
adopted by a rising vote. 

Councilman Hammond introduced a reso- 
lution extending thanks to ex-Marshal 
Wellborn Hill, which was unanimously 
adopted. Mayor Collier then took the chair 
and delivered his farewell address, which 
appears in full elsewhere. Mr. Collier was 
given the closest attention throughout, and 
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ALDERMAN I. S. MITCHELL.

was enthusiastically cheered on his con- 
clusion. Alderman Mayson's resolution ex- 
tending the thanks of the council to the 
retiring aldermen and councilmen was 
unanimously adopted by a rising vote. 
There Leing no further business before the 
Lody, Mayor Collier then ‘declared the 
council of 1898 adjourned sine die. 

Clerk Greene requested the new members 
to take their respective seats inside the 
railing.

DEATH OF CAPTAIN HAYGOOD. 
Distinguished Confederate Veteran 

Passed Away at His Kirkwood 
Home Yesterday. 

Captain W, B. Haygood, a distinguished 
confederate veteran, died at his home in 
Kirkwood yesterday after an illness of sev- 
eral months’ duration. A wife and daugh- 
ter survive him. 

The funeral will take place in Oxford, Ga., 
tomorrow, where the deéeased will be 
buried beside his eminent son and his 
nephew, Bishon Haygood. 

Captain Haygood wag one of eleven chil- 
dren. Two of them survive him—Rev. F. 
M. Haygood, aged eighty-one years, and 
Mrs. Mary Jackson, 'of Oconee county, aged 
seventy-three years He was married 
twice—first to Miss Malinda Johnson. His 
second wife was Miss Sallie Thompson, who 
survives him. 

Captain Haygood entered the civil war in 
July, 1862, as the commander of the Johnso.) 
Guards, Forty-fourth Georgia regiment. 
He was severely wounded twice—at the 
bloody battle of SharpsLurg and at bloodier 
Gettysburg—losing an arm in the last in- 
stance. In 1363 he wag captured by the fed- 
erals and confined on Johnson's island till 
the close of the war. 

Next to his ehurch he prized the recol-

| lection of his service under Lee and Jack- 


son. On the walls of the reception room 
of his home in Kirkwood hang steel en- 
gravings of Robert E. Lee and Btonewa!l 
Jackson. Graven upon his heart as well 
as upon the canvass was the farewell ad- 
dress of Lee to his army. Suspended be- 
neath the picture of Jackson and draped 
‘with the confederate flag hangs the sword 
of Colonel Samuel H. Lumpkin, presented 
by him to Captain W. B. Haygood. Both 
were wounded in the same fight—the battle 
of Gettysburg—the captain losing his arm 
and the colonel his leg, and soon thereafter

When the Prisoner Drew a Large Knife 
and Stabbed Gallagher—Then 
Roberts Attacked Jones, 

When Gallagher Fired, 
Killing Roberts, 


West Point, Ga., January 2.—(Special.)— 
After cutting up two men, the body of 
Ernest Roberts lies a corpse at the home of 
his father, in this city. 

Abouftwo o’clock this afternoon: Officers 
Gallagher and Jones, of Lanette, Ala., ar- 
rested Roberts for a minor offense and were 
taking him to the jail. When in front of 
that building, Roberts whipped out a large 
hunter’s knife and. attacked Gallagher, cut- 
ting him severely over the head and arm. 
He then attacked Jones, who threw him to 
the ground and was trying to handcuff him. 
He cut Jones across the vest and had it 
not been for a pistol belt on the latter his 


life would have been lost. Seeing that Rob-— 


erts was going to kill some one, Gallagher 
drew his pistol, firing two shots, both tak- 
ing effect in RobLert’s abdomen and causing 
his death. 

Gallagher was severely cut and at first it 
was thought he would die from the effects 
of his wounds, but the physicians report 

tonight that he is out of danger. 
~ An inquest was dispensed with by Justice 
of the Peace George N. Croft, but a pre- 
liminary hearing was held, which exonr- 
orated the officers. Public opinion is in 
favor of the officers, as the killing was done 
in self-defense. 


SUICIDE OF A YOUNG MAN. 


His Friends at a Loss as to the Cause 
of His Deed. 

Milledgeville, Ga., January 2.—(Special.)— 
News reached this city this afternoon of 
the suicide of Mr. Charles Parker at his 
home in Wilkinson county. Mr. Parker 
had been employed by Peter J. Cline, of 
this city, in the dry goods business for the 
past three or four years. On last Satur- 
day afternoon he ieft the store to go to 
his home on a visit for a few days. It 
Was reported that he was to be married 


this afternoon to a young lady of that ' 


county, and it was supposed that this 
marriage was postponed by the young lady 
and“that was the cause of his suicide, but 
this was contradicted by a reliable person, 
who says that if Mr. Parker had not com- 
mitted suicide the wedding would have 
come off this afternoon. This leaves the 
people at a loss to know the cause of his 
conduct, 

Since Mr. Parker has been in this city 
he has made a host of friends, and ‘this 
will be a sad surprise to them. He was 
about twenty-six years old and the eldest

BARK. ASHORE OFF BRUNSWICK. 


Experience of the Crew During the | 


Gale Yesterday. 

Brunswick, Ga., January 2.—(Special.)— 
The biting northeast gale that has prevail- 
ed along this coast for the past thirty 
hourg is bringing trouble to shipping all 
along the line, and reports of wrecks are 
now beginning to come in. One vessel, the 
Portuguese bark Oliveira, Santos master, 
went ashore on the north breakers off St. 
Simon's today and will be a total loss. 
She was valued at $30,000, in ballast and 
bound from Rio Janeiro to Savannah. The 
master and crew left the vessel about noon. 
She is drawing about eleven feet, and at 
low tide will be high and dry. Attempts 
will be made to get her off tomorrow, but 
this will hardly be accomplished success- 
fully. The Oliveira is partly insured. Her 
consignees are Savannah people,‘ but the 
Master cannot give the names to an in- 
-.erpreter, 

The crew and master are in the hands 
of Vice Consul Rosenda Torras. They are 
in a wretched condition from cold and ex- 
posure, and relate a story of terrible fear 
and suffering. Through Consul Torras the 
master says: 

“We were coming in close to shore, the 
usual channel to make Savannah. The 
oo agremedagg us and buffeted the Oliveira 
abeéut like a reed before the wind. All 


hands directed their efforts to put off shore, | 


but the wind was the strongest and we

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were slowly and surely driven. on to the 
shore and what seemed to be our destruc- 
tion. When the vessel struck the breakers 
the waves dashed over and over her, and 
it seemed that the entire crew would be 
drowned. There was no help in sight, when

| The tug Urbanus Dart that picked us up 


was sighted after hours of dread and suf 
fering and we attracted her attention. She 
lay-to and a boat was put out. It lived 
and landéd her human cargo and then the 
others felt that safety for themselves was 
at last assured. were finally all 
taken off and brought to the city in an 
exhausted condition from their hours of 
peril, works and anxiety.”

ARE TAKING DOWN THE TENTS 


Action Indicates That No More Troops.

Will Camp at Savannah. 
Savannah, Ga, January 
The work of taking down the tents of the 
Seventh army corps which were left here 
by each regiment as it departed for Cuba 
began Saturday. Up to this time the tents 
have been left standing and there was no 
change in the appearance of the regimental 
camps except that its life had left it. The 
tents of several regiments were taken down 
Saturday and turned in to the quartermas- 
ter’s department. The taking down of .the 
tents seems to indicate that Savannah is 
to have no more troops encamped here, as 
they ‘have — the past. Any soldiers 
who may herea®er come will merely pags 
through the city to the transports, or if 
they camp at all it will probably be but a 
few days. Everything would indicate that 
the end of Camp Onward is close at hand. 
it is probable, though, that outside of the 
removal of the tents the camp grounds will 
be allowed to remain as they are for some 
time, with the water pipes running to them 
aud other facilities continued until the last 
vestige of hope that there will be further 
use of them is removed. 

While Savannah may not have any other 
corps camped here, there is no doubt that it 
will continue to be the shipping point of 
troops. to the West Indies. The. quarter- 
master's department expects to be a feature 
here for months to come. In addition to 
the Seventh cavalry, it:ds the impression 
that arf entire other division will be ship- 
ped through Savannah. The Seventh caval- 
ry will not camp here at all as present plans 
are. The men will remain in camp where 
they are until it is known that a transport 
will be in readiness for them at a partictu- 
lar time and then enough of them will be 
moved to Savannah to fill her accommoda- 
tions, going directly from the train to the 
vessel. 


Funeral of Captain Cravatt.

The remains of Captain William Crovatt 
were brougiht down from Waynesville this 
morning and carried to the St. Mark’s 
Episcopal church, where they lay in state 
until 3 o’clock, when the funeral serviccs 
were performed.

Masons, the Knights of 
Pythias, Brunswick’s mayor and council 
and a large concourse of people. Tonight 
the remains were carried to Charleston, 
where tihey will be interred with Masonic 
honors.

BLACK SURRENDERS REINS OF 
GOVERNMENT TO HIM. . 


Fully Six Thousand People Grasp the 
Hand of the New Executive of 
the Empire State. 


Albany, N. Y., January 2.—Theodore 
Roosevelt was inaugurated governor of New 
York today. In spite of the extreme cold 
weather the ceremony was witnessed by a 
great crowd of people assembled in the as- 
sembly hall of the capitol. °

They Refused To Vote: for Walker, 
Who Brought the Fight Against 
Their Candidate. 


Augusta, Ga., January 2.—(Special.)—The 
counsel for Police Commisioner Flynn 
and members of Augusta's city council fa- 
vorable to his re-election went before Judge 
E. L. Brinson, the new judge of the Au- 
gusta circuit, today with mandamus pro- 
ceedings to compel Acting Mayor Phinizy 
to allow Commissioner Fiynn to be placed 
in nomination and to record the votes cast 
for him. Judge Brinson issued an order 
restraining council from holding any elec- 
tion for police commissioner unless the 
name of Fiynn was allowed in nomination, 
should said nomination be desired, and re- 
quirfng any votes cast for Flynn to de 
counted. 

In spite of the judge's order, Mayor 
Phinizy said he would not allow Commis- 
sioner Flynn to be voted for unless council 
overruled his decision. An appeal was ta- 
ken from the mayor's ruling and the ap- 
peal was sustained. When the election be- 
gan the opposition to Flynn adopted the 
tactics of placing new names in nomination, 
and besides Commissioner Flynn and Mr. 
J. B. Walker, James T. Bothwell and R. 
A. Fleming were nominated. The new 
members of council went into office today 
and three out of the five would not vote 
for Commissioner Flynn. The name of R. 
A. Fleming was put in nomination by the 
new member from the second, Mr. R. E. 
Allen, and James T. Bothwell by the new 
member from the fourth, Mr. J. A. W. 
Clark. 

Commissioner Flynn received eight votes 
and the remainder were divided between the 
other three candidates. After four ballots 
with no election a recess was taken, and 
after confering together the supporters of 
Commissioner Flynn withdrew his name 
and cast thelr ballots for James T. Both- 
well, electing him. As they could not re- 
elect their man, they would not vote for 
J. B. Walker, who had brought about his 
defeat. 

The election of Bothwell is entirely satis- 
factory to the opposition to Commissioner 
Flynn. He is one of Augusta’s best citi- 
zens and is not connected with politics. 
The opposition to Flynn was a fight against 
the police ring and against the policy of 
a police commissioner succeeding himseif. 
The election of Bothwell is as much a 
defeat of Flynn as the election of Walker 
would have been. 

This has been one of the liveliest contests 
ever had in Augusta over this office. When 
it was rumored that Mr. Allen, the new 
member of council from the second ward, 
would vote for Fynn, the friends of 
Walker circulated: a petition and had it 
signed’ by the leading citizens of the ward 
requesting him to vote for Walker.

- It seems to us that the administration 
has reached a point in its career where 

it will be necessary for. the president to 
make a clear and candid declaration of 

‘his policy in the Philippines; and if he 
does not desire to run the risk of serious- 

' ly offending the public sentiment of the 

_ €ountry, this declaration must be both 

definite and just. 

‘The announcement must be made not 

only for the benefit of the people of this 

country, but for the information of the 

Filipinos, the inhabitants of the islands, 

who up to this moment are as much in 

the dark with respect to the attitude of 
the United States toward them ag our 

_ own people are. ‘We are not approach- 

ng the point of criticism. Heretofore, 
circumstances have been such as to 
justify delay in announcing the admin- 
istration’s policy. ‘The country has had 
before it the problem of getting rid of 

Spanish sovereignty, and the admin- 
istration could have no well 

policy with respect’to these islands un- 
til the more immediate problem was 
disposed of. | 

But this disposition has now been 
made, and the Filipinos, with an energy 
entirely worthy of men seeking to rid 
themselves of a band of oppressors, have 
seized and occupied loilo, a point which 
is somewhat out of the jurisdiction of 

Admiral Dewey’s activity, and which 
has heretofore been held by the Span- 
jlards. Out of this fact has arisen a 
question which must inevitably bring to 

= @ crisis any purpose of the administra- 

s tion to delay the announcement of a

‘The only 
clear and definite suggestions that have 
been made—the only policy of which the 
end may be clearly seen~is for the coun- 
try to take the same high ground in the 
Philippines that congress has already 
taken ‘in Cuba, viz; to establish and 
maintaih an orderly government there 
with the assurance that, in due time, 
the people there can govern themselves 
in accordance with the purport and de- 
signs of free institutions—provided this 
be their wish. 

But whatever declaration Mr. McKin- 
ley makes, should be made quickly. 
Admiral Dewey, whose clear head and

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Atlanta’s New Administration. 

Atlanta begins a new mayoralty ca- 
reer with this morning. 

The two years past, during which 
Hon. Charles A. Collier has been at the 
head of affairs, have been years of 
money stringency and business depres- 
sion. His term was begun under cir- 
cumstances forbidding any remarkable 
exploitation onthe partofthecity, and 
yet when we look back over it the city hag 
made marked progress. It has held its 
own firmly through all the adversities 
of the situation, and has met with not a 
single case of severe depression. It 
has witnessed a rapid increase of large 
structures, such as mark the permanen- 
cy of a solid city. City affairs have 
been kept in hand and expenses have 
been reasonably looked after. The re- 
duction of the tax rate has been a boon 
for the people, which is appreciated by 
every taxpayer in the city. In retiring 
from office, therefore, Mayor Collier car- 
ries with him the sense of a duty well 
‘performed, as well as the respect and 
gratitude of the people for having given 
them a creditable administration. 

Two Temarkable points in Mayor 
lier’s administration will stand 
prominently in the city’s history. The 
first is, that by the nge in the sys- 
tem of tax collection, the city has not 
had to borrow a single cent of money, 
and the interest charge thus saved has 
been more than double the total ex- 
penses of the mayor’s office. The sec- 
ond is that hig is the first administra-. 
tion under the new charter which has , 
*turned over a clean balance sheet to the 
one succeeding. It has invariably been 
the custom for one administration to 
place some of its charges over to the 
next, and thus there was what might 
be called an “endless chain” of uncer- 
tainty. ‘Mayor Collier has turned over 
to his successor not only the sinking 
fund necessary, but cash sufficient to 
pay for all outstanding contracts, and a 
surplus of $5,000. This is a commenda- 
ble showing. 

The new mayor, Hon. James G. Wood- 
ward, comes into office just at:the turn- 
ing point when a greater degree of pros- 
/perity seems to be assured to the bus- 
iness interests of the city. Upon the 
mayor, to a great extent, will depend 
the development and management of the 
interests and indu¢ements which make 
this prosperity possible. Beginning his 
term with the people thus disposed, with 
conditions favorable, it is to be hoped 
that Mayor W oodward will be able to 
give Atianta such an administration as 
will be memorable in the annals of the 
city.

Coinage Was the Largest It Has Been 
Since 1890. 

Philadelphia, January 2—A statement of 
the coinage of the United States mint in 
this city for the year 1898, given out today, 
shows that the output for the year just 
ended was the largest since 1890. 

The total number of coins made was 
100,258,433, valued at $27,654,452. 

The gold coined was 170,470 double eagles, 
$12,197 eagles, 633,495 haif eagles and 24,165 
quarter eagles, with a total valuation of 
$14,759,257. Total silver coinage was 5,884,735 
dollars, 2,956,735 half dollars, 11,100,735 quar- 
ters and 16,320,735 dimes, a total valuation 
of $11,770,395. There were 12,532,087 nickels 
and 49,823,079 cents coined, giving a grand 
total of $27,654,452 for the year. 

There were also coined 511,873 pesos for 
the government of San Domingo and or- 
ders for 200,000 more of those coinings have 
been received.

Making the net increase in actual receipts 
for 1898, as compared with 1897, of $34,090.11. 
The increase in the étem of general tax is 
due largely to.the vigilance of the tax 
officials in collecting back taxes due from 
defaulting money lenders and holders of 
Atlanta and West Point debentures. The 
amount collected from the former being 
$4,059.64, and from the fatter $1,713. The 
manner, in which the officials of this de- 
partmeht and of the marsha)’s office have 
performed their. duties entitle them to the 
highest praise. Fi. fas. fog the taxes of 
the current year amounting to $153,475.21 
were turned over to the marshal for coi- 
lection; of this amount only $3,321.92 was 
bought in at tax sales by the city. All 
the balance has been collected through the 
marshal’s office except $823, the most of 
whidh is due by unknown owners. This 
is a record without a parallel in the his- 
tory of the city, and attests in unmistak- 
able terms the Zeal, activity and fidelity 
of these officials. 

“The fi. fas. in the thands of the marshal 
against the Atlanta Home Insurance Com- 
pany for taxes due by said company for 
the years 1896, 1897 and 1898 were tempo- 
rarily held up by order of the tax commit- 
tee pending the application for the ex- 
emption of a very large portion of the as- 
sets of such company from taxation. This 
exemption thas been denied, and further 
delay in ‘the collection of this tax should 
not be allowed. 

Praises for Water Department. 

‘The constantly increasing receipts from 
the water department is gratifying proof 
of the care and intelligence exercised in 
the management of ‘this most important 
branch of the city government, and attests 
in a striking. manner the wisdom of the 
municipal ownership of public utilities. 
The construction and successful operation 
of this splendid plant is a standing refuta- 
tion of the absurd claim of monopolists that 
such enterprises cannot be honestly and 
economically administered by a municipal- 
ity. No private business enterprise in this 
city or elsewhere is more prudently and 
economically administered, and ,one show 


better results. The record of the past year ]} 


is especially gratifying, showing a yery 
large increase in receipts, while the amount 
of pumpage and consumption of coal] has 
largely decreased as compared with past 
years, This result is due mainly to the 
careful system of meter inspection inau- 
year, by means of 
which unnecessary waste’ has been in a 
large measure detected and prevented. 
Seven miles and four thousand and ninety- 
nine feet of new mains have been laid dur- 
ing the year, at a cost of $16,735.30, and 800 
new taps made at a cost of $8,705.25. This 
increases the mileage of mains to 105 miles 
and 2,834 feet. There !s, however, an ur- 
gent and constantly increasing demand for 
water from all parts of the city. which 
should be met as rapidly as possible, It

“In the matter of general public improve- 
ments, such as street paving, sewerage, 
etc., the réquirements of the public have 
been fully met and much important work 
of a most substantial character has been 
accomplished. The comnm#ssioner of public 
vorks, under direction of the street com- 
mittee, has continued on a largely increased 
scale the improvement of streets in the resi- 
dence section by paving with macadam and 
chert and macadam and sand. The man- 
ner in which this work has been .one has 
given great satisfaction and its cheapness 
commends it as a suitable and desiratle 
pavement for streets devoted mainiy t» 
light traffic. our and thirty-three-one 
hundreth miles of lateral sewers have 
been laid during the year, at a cost of 
$19,283.10, and. 2.33 miles of trunk sewers, 
at a cost of $21,256.68: eighty-two one-hun- 
dredth mile of streets have been paved dur- 
ing the year, at a cost of $29,449.98, and 
2.86 miles of sidewalk and surbing laid at a 
cost of $6,092.58.

“The early completion of the Mitchell 
street viaduct will mark one of the most 
important improvements of the year and 
will at last give to the people of the west 
side a safe and conventent access to the 
center of the city. Early in the year the 
able and energetic chairman of the bridge 
committee opened negotiations with the 
raliroads at interest with the view of se- 
curing their co-operation. ‘His efforts were 
successtul, the Southern railway and the 
Central of Georgia railway agreeing to con- 
tribute $40,000 toward the cost of the via- 
duct, balance to be paid by the city. Pay- 
menta to the amount of $40,531.09 have al- 
ready been made to the contractors, and 
the balance due by the city, to-wit: $23,900, 
which includes $8,000 for paving, has been 
brought over in cash from the budget of 
1898, and is in the hands of the treasurer. 


Superb Department Records.

“The various administrative departments * 


of the city have not only maintained the 
high standard of efficiency which has 
marked their operations in the past, but 
have attained during the past year a still 
higher degree of perfection, The total en- 
rollment in the public schools for the year 
was 15,112, as against 14,258 for the year 
1887, and the average daily attendance was 
9,898, as against 9,581 in 1897. The con- 
solidation of some of the higher grades in 
contiguous school districts thus enabling 
the establishment of additional lower 
grades in the rooms thus made vacant has 
in a very large measure provided for the 
overflow of children in the lower grades 
of the white grammar schools, but the 
accommodations for colored children are 
utterly inadequate. Already Yhe grades in 
almost every colored school have been 
donbied. and donhble daily sessions are 
held, but there are-still 600 or 700 children 
that cannot be accommodated. I earnestiy 
trust. that at least two sixth grade gram- 
mar schools for colored children can be 
erected during the coming year. |

“The police department has been active 
and vigilant throughout the year, and have 
proven themselves faithful to the import- 
ant trust committed to their keeping. The 
splendid manner in which the officers and 
men conducted themselves and discharged 
their respective duties during the pres- 
ence of the great crowds that were in the 
city upon the occasion of the recent Peace 
Jubilee, won for them the unstinted praise 
of our distinguished visitors and still fur- 
them stimulated the pride and admiration 
of our own people, 

The Sanitary Department. 

“The average citizen has but little {dea, 
and I fear legs appreciation, of the im- 
portant work committed to the sanitary 
department. . The conditions of health and 
comfort which prevail in our city are ac- 


cepted by most of us as a matter of 
course, and but little thought 


and attention is given to the ~ manifold 
agencies that conduce if they do not abso- 
lutely assure this very desirable condition 
of affairs. Accustomed as they have be- 
come to conditions of cleanliness unequaled 
by any city in the union they are in the 
main ignorant of the almost infinite detail 
required to maintain it. From personal ob- 
Servation and inquiry and correspondence 
I am prepared to assert, and to sustain the 
assertion by abundant proof, that this city 
goes further to mainiain a’ condition of uni- 
versal cleanliness within its nicorporate lim- 
its than any city in the United States. To 
effect this result costs money, but it is 
money well spent. It not only brings health 
and comfort to our homes, but adds largely 
to the value of every foot of property in 
the city. I know of but one way by which 
the expenses of this department can be re- 
duced, and that is by the erection of two 
or more central crematories. The long haul 
made necessary »y reason of the remote- 
ness of the present crematory largely in- 


creases the expenses of the department by 


requiring a mucfi larger force to perform 
the necessary jabor. Acting upon my own 
responsibility I have recently prevailed 
upon certain parties to erect an vexperi- 
mental crematory in a conventent place not 
far removed from the center of the city. It 
is-claimed that this crematory will destroy 
all the garbage: of the city at a nominal 
expense for fuel and that it can be operated 
at any place without offense to adjoining 
neighbors. I have agreed that the city 
would for the purpose of the experiment de- 
liver to the crematory all the garbage re- 
quired. The construction of this crematory 
and its operation for Such length of time 
aS may be necessary to determine its effi- 
ciency is to be at the cost of the parties re- 
ferred to and without expense to the city. 
The structure is about completed and will 
be ready to commence operations within a 
few days 

‘he park commission, have made use of 
the funds appropriated to their department 
in a manner deserving of the highest praise.

As to Electric Lights. 

“By reference to the report of the comp-

With these motives for 
our guidance, it is safe to presume that the 
people will approve the work of our admin- 
istration. 

“It is generally agreed that the entire 
country is entering upon an era of prosper- 
ity and with the old time spirit of getting 
together, and a feeling of security with in- 
vestors, it is but reasonable to suppose that 
Atlanta will reap ‘her share of the progress.

Let them understand 
that, while the constitution of the state 
forbids the giving of exemption from tax- 
ation, we will give them fair and nominal 
assessments upon their manufacturing 
plants. Every such plant established in our 
city means employment to our people, and 
a corresponding increase in its growth. 

“It was» my intention to take up and deal, 
in a specific way, upon every department of 
the city government, but the condition of 


my health for the past three weeks forces 
me to forego that work at this time, but 
I will do so with the different departments 
in their hoards. We cannot hope to make 
any decided increase in any of the several 
departments, on account of the large de- 
crease in receipts from past years, but we 
must keep them up to their present stand- 
ard and benefit the service where it is pos- 
sible. Every department must adopt a 
strict rule of economy, and understand that 
it must live within the amount set aside 
for it in its apportionment. 

‘While the health of Atlanta is its main 
capital, and we cannot afford to do anything 
that will endanger it, yet I am satisfied 
that our expenditures in that line are ex- 
cessive and that by’ destroying all, or a 
large part of the garbage and trash and 
garbage and night soil, if possible, nearer 
tne city, that not less than $25,000 per year 
can be saved to the city. ; 

“With these few generals remarks on 
this line, I earnestly refer every member 
of the general counci] to the detailed re- 
ports of the different heads of departments, 
feeling perfectly assured that by a careful 
study of these reports that you will be 
enabled to better understand the duties of 
your position.” 

Decrease in Receipts. 

In view of the great decrease in receipts 
from those of last fyear, on account of the 
cut in assessments, it is very important te 
understand at the outset that a plan of 
rigid economy in every department of the 
government must be pursued. The assess.- ' 
ments and estimated receipts on personalty 
have been cut nearly $3,000,000, thereby 


making a decrease in the. estimated re- 
ceipts of about $36,000. 

In addition to that decrease the public 
school fund received from the state on ac- 
count of the reduction of the appropriation 
by the legislature has been lessened atgout 
$7,000+which amount the general council will 
have\to add to the sum given to the board 
of education annually in order to keep the 
schools at their present standing. 

Tax Rate. 

The question of taxation is one thas re- 
quires ciose study and careful handling. 
Both the city and the property owner have 
to be protected, for the expense of the local 
government must be kept up while the tax-' 
payer must not be burdened. It is an abso- 
lute fact that to give the people that pro- 
tection and efficiency in al] of its depart- 
ments that they demand and are entitled 
to and which Atlanta, as a progressive city 
of this great country must maintain, a cer- 
tain amount of money must be raised to de- 
fray that expense.

Cincinnati Hears a Report That There 
May Be Two Systems. 


ATLANTA THE DIVIDING LINE 


All Lines East To Be Placed in One 
Great Division. 


SAMUEL FELTON NAMED FOR ONE HEAD 


Headquarters of the Western System 
To Be iM Cincinnati, According 
to This Gossip. 


A report has been published in Cincinnati 
that the Southern Railway Company will 
be divided into two systems if the Cincin- 
nati Southern can be leased. 

According to this statement Cincinnati 
wil] be made headquarters for the lines 
west of Atianta and Bristol with Samuel! 
Felton in charge of them. The lines east of 
Atlanta and Eristol would constitute the 
eastern System with headquarters probably 
remaining in Washington. 

This sounds very improbable, but the 
people of Cincinnati have been talking it 
for some time. No particular reason is 
given for the division of the system, but 
the precedent of the Pennsylvania railroad 
is quoted. That great company has two 
systems, one east of Pittsburg with head- 
quarters -in Philadelphia, and the other 
west of Pittsburg with general offices in 
that city. 

Mr. Felton, who is mentioned as the prob- 
able chief executive officer of the western 
System in the event of the division, is at 
present receiver of the Cincinnati Southern. 
The Southern railway wants to lease that 
property for a long term of years and has 
made an attractive offer to the city of Cin- 
cinnati. The chances are that the Southern 
railway will get the road. The business 
men of Cincinnati believe it would be bet- 
ter for them if the line to Chattanooga 
were leased to the Southern railway. 

Besides the present Jines owned or con- 
troiled by the Southern railway, including 
the Cincinnati Southern road, the Louis- 
ville, Evansville and St. Louls road, which 
is now in the hands of a receiver, is to be 
secured and added to the western system of 
the Southern railway. This western system 
will then include the Cincinnati Southern 
road, the Memphis and Charleston division 
of the Southern railway, extending from 
Memphis to Chattanooga; the Georgia Pa- 
cific, a portion of the old East Tennessee, 
_ Virginia and-~ Georgia road; Louisville, 
Evansville and St. Louis, and other lines, 
which combined, will make a system with 
a mileage of probably between 2,000 and 3,000 
miles, most likely near the latter figure,

Mr. Thomson Introduced a Resolution 
to That Effect, Which Was Sent 
to the Finance Committee.

Councilman Thomson created something of 
a@ sensation at the meeting of the new coun- 
cil last night by introducing a resolution,, 
the effect af which would be to divide the 
city’s deposit between four Atlanta banks 
instead of giving it to one, as is the pres- 
ent custom. 

The gentleman from the fourth has dis- 
_eovered an old statute, which requires the 
. city to divide the municipal funds between 
' four chartered banks of deposit and dis- 
count when said city deposit. in the hands 
of the city treasurer amounts to more than 
$5,000. The city deposit now largely exceeds 
‘that sum, and wishing to follow the letter 
of the-law, Councilman Thomson introduced 
his resolution, claiming that he was inter- 
ested in no bank whatever, and had no 
care where the money was deposited except 


for its safety. 
It has been the rule for several years 
to let all the funds of the city remain in 
- the hands of the city treasurer. While Mr. 
Orme was treasurer, the Lowry bank had 
the city’s money. It was generally supposed 


"that when Mr. Peeples was elected to sac-

"@eed Mr. Orme the Maddox-Rucker bank 
2 would get the city deposit because Mr. Pee- 
} Ples is connected with that institution. In 
"ease this old ordinance is observed there- 
‘fore, something of a stir is likely to be 
created in municipal financial circles. 
The Law on the Subject. 
The old ordinance, which is section 127 of 
the city charter amendments, is as follows: 
Be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That said act of incorporation 
and various acts amendatory thereof be, 
and the same are, hereby further amend- 
ed so as to provide that from and after 
the first Monday in July, 1895, the de- 
posits of moneys in the hands of the 
treasurer of the city of Atlanta belong- 
ing to the city of Atlanta shall be regu- 
lated as follows: Whenever the money 
of the city of Atlanta in the hands of 
city treasurer shall exceed the sum of 
$5,000 siich money shall bé deposited in 
four chartered banks of deposit and dis- 
count of said city in as nearly equal 
portions as may be practicable. The de- 
positories shall be designated by the 
mayor and general council and in mak- 
ing the designation regard shall be had 
to rate of interest on ‘balances of de- 
‘posits offered by the various banks, and 
o the amount and kind of security ten- 
dered by said banks, with the purpose 
on the part of the mayor and general 
council to get the best rate of interest 
and the best security for the money de- 
posited. The treasurer and his sureties 
Shall not be liable on his bond for any 
of such moneys while on deposit as 
aforesaid, but he and his sureties shall 
be liable on his nd for any moneys 
belonging to the city of Atlanta, not so 
deposited under the direction of the 
mayor and general council. Money de- 
posited as aforesaid shall be at all times 
subject. to be drawn out on warrants 
regularly issued by the mayor and gen- 
eral council, signed by the comptroller, 
to pay the debts of current 
expenses of the city, and shall like- 
Wise be subject to be withdrawn from 
the bank where deposited in the dis- 
cretion of the mayor and general coun- 
cil at a regular or special meeting. The 
treasurer of said city shall have no 
power of his own motion to withdraw 
any of the funds so deposited, but can 
only do so upon warrants regularly is- 
sued and countersigned as aforesaid. It 
snail nevertheless be the duty of said 
treasurer to furnish the mayor and 
general council immediate notice of any 
information coming to his knowledge 
tending to show a necessity of removal 
of deposits belonging to the city, and 
for a negiect to furnish such informa- 
tion the treasurer and his sureties shall 
be liable on his official] bond for any loss 
occurring to the city from such neglect 
On his part. But in case none of the 
banks of the city make reasonable offers 
of interest and security as aforesaid, or 
a smaller number of the banks than 
four make such offers, then the whole 
subject of the reguiafion of the deposit 
of the moneys belonging to the city 
Shall be left to the sound descrition of 
the mayor and genera! coungjl in office 
for the time being. The mayor and 
general council of the city of Atlanta 
fshail have full power to provide by 
necessary ordinances for the regulation 
and control of the deposits of funds be- 
longing to said city in ,accordance with 
the spirit and intent of that act. 
Resolution Causes Discussion.

I move therefore that 
tne resolution be referred go the finance 
committee.”’ 

Alderman Rice opposed the resolution on 
the ground that if the law were to be en- 
forced it would ,be well nigh impossible to 
establish a sinjfng fund commission, which, 
he said, was absolutely necessary. 

The vote on the motion to refer the reso- 
-lution to the finance committee was then 
taken and carried with a good many voting 
negatively.

may be relieved of this wnjust burden of 
taxation. | 
Sinking Fund. 3 

It will be remembered that the bond com- 
mission was under considerable discussion 
recently, both before the legislature and 
the general council, and while there was 
no decisive action, the matter was, at my 
suggestion, referred to the general council 
of 1899. Let us see to it that during our 
stewardship every dollar that belongs to 
the sinking fund be placed there. While it 
Was not proper, possibly, for-an outgoing 
administration to enact such a law, it is 
proper and our duty to make such provision 
that the bonded indebtedness of the city 
will, in the future, be provided for. 

Water Bond Election. 

Last year the city made an unsuccessful 
attempt at securing authority to issue $200,- 
000 of water bonds. I am of the opinion 
that the main cause of the defeat of the 
bonds was due to the difference between 
the closing hours of the bond election poll- 
ing places and those of the city offices. The 
primary was kept open until 7 o’clock, 
while the voting for bonds was stopped an 
hour earlier, thereby depriving all voters 
in the time between those hours of the 
privilege of voting for the bonds. This fact 
caused them to lose many votes of tax- 
payers who were anxious for their passage. 
Large numbers of working men,-clerks and 
business men who waited until evening, 
through necessity, found, when it was too 
late,,.that the polls for the bond election 
were closed. In spite of this fact.the bonds 
were defeated by about 450 votes and it is 
reasonable to suppose that had the polls 
been kept open they would have receited 
that nhmber. Permission was secured from 
the Jegislature at its recent session to hold 
another bond election and the great neces- 
sity for the extension of the water-mains 
in order that our people may be better pro- 
vided with a bountiful supply of fresh, 
pure water is apparent. 

Public Schools. 

Our public schools have leng been the 
pride of the city. To them have been due 
no small part of the city’s growth. Those 
who pay taxes for the education of all the 
children of a community should not feel 
that these taxes are a burden. While the 
duty toWard-aiding the deyelopment of the 
minds and the characters of the young 
rests upon every community, I feel no 
doubt that each taxpayer receives a direct 
return from the _ inereased force and 
strength given to the producing power of 
those around him from a first-class public 
school system.

In the progressive cities of the 
eastern and middle states the public schools 
furnish an opportunity for ‘manual train- 
ing for the boys, and give instruction in 
dumestic pursuits to the girls. Just as soon 
as We can spare the money it should be 
the delight of the mayor and city council 
to support the board of education in the 
introduction of similar work for our 
schools. 

Public Library. 

connection with the public 
schools come the results produced by a 
circulating public library. It is my earn- 
est hope that the tim@ may soon come 
when a free, circulating library may add 
to the educational opportunities and hap- 
piness of all the people of our city. 

Government Building, 

The movement to secure an appropria- 
tion for-a government building to take 
the place of the one now in use will, if 
successful, be of vast benefit to the city 
and will not cnly result in the ‘erection 
of a magnificent edifice, but will cause 
a considerable amount of money to be 
expended among a class of people: where 
it will do great good. We should tend 
every assistance in our power to our rep- 
resentatives at Washington and to the gov- 
ernment authorities in securing what will 
be necessary to accomplish this end. 


In close 


. Prison Site. 

One of the most important transactions 
that will confront us in the near future 
is the location of the proposed federal] 
prison in or near the city. This is an in- 
stitution that, if secured, will be of great 
benefit to the city in many ways. The 
expenditure -of $2,000,000 here means em- 
ployment for our people and a correspond- 
ing benefit in every channel of trade. We 
should use every legitimate means at our 
command in the accomplishment of this 
purpose, 

Electric Lighting. 

At the primary election, held in October 
last, the question of the city owning its 
lighting plant was submitted to the people. 
That vote was very decisive. It now be- 
comes our duty to take the matter up and 
see what can be done on that line. I 
would suggest that a capable and unbiased 
expert in such matters be secured—a man 
who could not have any other motive than 
giving us correct information. It is true 
that Atlanta is now securing, under con- 
tract, its public lighting at a price much 
below the ayerage paid for the same ser- 
vice by other cities, but if upon careful 
and accurate information it can be shown 
that money can be saved to the taxpayers 
by the city owning its lighting plant, and 
we can legally secure such plant, it is our 
duty to do so. asa 

I desire to call the attention ‘of the ge 
council to the fact that under the present 
contract with the Georgia Electric Light 
Company, which has about eighteen months 
until expiration, the city has the right to 
call for arbitration to regulate the price 
of lights if the same is considered exces- 
sive.

A receiving vault could be built in the 
structure and in addition to being a great 
accommodation to the pubtic, would bring 
in a revenue that would pay interest on. the 
neh eh tewery I earnestly recommend that a 
sufficient appropriation be made for this 
purpose. :

Langston Liquor Company Will Go 
Out of Business—Concern 
Said To Be Solvent. 

The Langston Liquor Company is going 
out of business. Mortgages were filed in 
the clerk’s office yesterday giving liens on 
nearly all of the property of the concern.

The mortgages are given on the entire 
stock, which consists of whisky aygd liquors 
in bottles, flasks, kegs and barrels, and 
shelves, counters and all equipment of the 
store. The place of business is at 43 Peach- 
tree. street. The consignor is Mrs. M. E. 
Langston. 

Mr. Reuben Arnold, attorney for the com- 
pany, said yesterday: 

“The Langston Liquor Company has de- 
cided to go out of business. It is entirely 
solvent... The manager of the business says 
the assets will fully readh the amount of 
liabilities. The assets are about $4,400 and 
the liabailities $3,200,

year just closed $77,485.78, or more than 10 
per cent of the total income of the city 
from general tax. For the cost at this rate 
of two years’ lighting the city can erect 
and equip a first-class, modern, up to date 
lighting plant and operate it at a saving of 
not less than $40,000 per annum. At the re- 
cent municipal election the question of the 
city’s ownership of a lighting plant was 
submitted to a vote of the people and an 
overwhelming majority was cast in favor of 
such ownership. The present contract with 
the Georgia Electric Light Company ex- 
pires Apri] 1, 1900, and I take it for granted 
that in accordance with the practically 
unanimous expression of the voters of the 
city immediate steps will be taken to carry 
their wish into execution and relieve the 
city from this ruinous outlay. 
Touches on Transfers. 

“While the efforts of the present adminis- 
tration to secure for the people some com- 
pensation for the valuable franchises which 
have been given to the Atlanta Consolidated 
street railway were not immediately suc- 
¢essful, it is gratifying to note that the 
agitation which commenced with the pas- 
sage of the transfer ordinance has increased 
in volume and extent to such proportions 
as to force the announcement under qaith 
that the demands of the people in this re- 
spect would be speedily complied with. It 
is entirely safe to say that if this fight had 
not been made the announcements referred 
to would never have been forthcoming. 
This promise, however, in view of the pend- 
ing effort to throttle competition in defi- 
ance of public sentiment and in contempt 
of the lawful authorities of the city should 
not and will not relieve it from the just 
odium of an outraged people. For years this 
corporation has insolently trampled upon 
the Tights of the people and ‘treated the 
ordinances of this body’ with scorn and con- 
tempt. Instead of attempting to conciliate 
and make friends it has persistently defied 
the public and should not complain if it has 
earned, as it has deserved, the ill will of 
those it serves.

The attor- 
ney reiterated his conviction, he said, that 
the Consolidated had come into court with 
unclean hands and had, in fact, he declar- 
ed, by its action in claiming a proprietor- 
ship over certain portions of “Mitchell 
street, violated the constitution of the 
State. 

Attorney King referred to that portion 
of the argument of the attorney for the 
Old Colony Trust Company, in which it 
said that the Atlanta Railway Compary 
might interfere with the cars on the Con- 
solidated should the cars of the: Atlanta 
Railway Company break down .while on 
the Consolidated tracks.

Commissioner of Agriculture 0. B. Ste- 
vens Writes to the Farmers.

With which brief introduction the com- 
missioner proceeds with a review of the 
late year Im agriculture, and he paints a 
picture that°is by no means cheerful. 

Those farmers are fortunate indeed,’’ he 
Says, “who have Been able to pay the 
debts incurred by tihhem in making the last 
cotton crop, the vast majority having un- 
paid accounts against them either for 
fuano, meat, corn or goods of other kinds.”’ 
“ie also says that the average Georgia 
farmer has not a proper supply of corn, 
Oats, hay and fodder to feed his cattle dur- 
ing the winter; that he lacks home made 
meat, flour and sirup to feed himself, and 
that the is, generally speaking, in a pretty 
bad way at the start of the new year. 

Lhe Commissioner’s Advice. 


Regarding the future, Mr. Stevens takes 
& more optimistic view, and he writes at 
length his advice 10 tne farmers. Boiled 
cown into a tew words, it is to grow less 
cotton and borrow less money. He says: 

“Shall we continue to grow and seil cot- 
ton beiow the cost of production (to the 


} great delight of the baiance of mankind, 


who care nothing tor our sufferings) until 
total ruin overta«es us, or shail we make 
a united and determined effort to raise 
our Own supplies in abundance, and taus 
make our cotton crop an apsoiute surpius ? 
1 see no/hope for our farmers save to adopt 
the latter plan and stick to it regardless 
of the price of cotton. Mon't delude your- 
self with the idea that, your neighbors will 
diminish their cotton acreage and there-. 
fore you will increase yours in the hope 
of getting a good price. There «ould pe 


as the selfish farmer so acting will find 
to ‘his cost at the end of the season. 

or thirty-three years we have relied on 
cotton alone with which to purchase every- 
thing else. During that time we have made 
not less than 20,000,000 baies, worth at a 
moderate estimate fully $800,000,000. What 
has become of this vast amount of money, 
which, if kept at home would have made us 
one of the richest states in the union? It 
has al] gone to pay the farmers and man- 
ufacturers of the north and east for sup- 
plies of various kinds, every item of which 
we could and should have producedg’within 
our own borders. Suppose we had made only 
10,000,000 Bales in the past thirty-three years, 
and in addition had produced all the sup- 
plies that we thave bought from. other 
States, is it not self-evident that we would 
be better off Ly $400,000,000 than we are at 
present? The entire property of the state, 
cities included, is now but a little over $400,- 
000,000, and the farmers of Georgia ought to 
have been richer by this vast amount,: had 
they not been deluded by the all-cotton 
fallacy. 

Value of Diversified Crops. 


‘Look around you in your different com- 
munities and note the successful farmers of 
your acquaintance; invariably you will find 
them to be the men who have diversified 
their crops and raised their own supplies. 
No state of section can pro8Sper that relies 
entirely on one crop: Kansas tried it with 
wheat, until most of her farms were mort- 
gaged, and she was only saved from utter 
ruin, it is said, by the ‘then and the cow.” 
Now, with diversified farming, she is again 
on the road to prosperity. 

“{ write as a farmer to farmers, knowing 
and ‘appreciating the difficulties in the way, 
Lut I believe they can all be overcome by a 
persistent and determined effort in the right 
direction. I by no means advise the aban- 
donment of cotton culture, ror we have no 
other money crop upon which we can with 
absolute certainty depend; but I do urge 
upon and plead with each and every farmer 
in the state to plant no seed cotton until 
he had planted such an acreage of each 
and every other crop that will grow on his 
land that, let the season be dry or wet, he 
‘will be assured of an abundant and varied 
provision crops. In addition to this, let 
proper attention be given to the raising of 
stock of all kinds. particularly cattle, hogs 
and my: With proper management It is 
easier ahd cheaper to raise a pound of pork 
or a pound of any kind of poultry than it is 
to raise a pound of cotton, and yet a pound 
of pork is worth as much and a pound of 
poultry from two to three times as much 
as a pound of cotton. The papers stated 
that Atianta alone used 10,000 turkeys on 
Thanksgiving Day. and I venture to say 
that nine-tenths of them came from Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky. What a commentary 
on our method of farming! 

“A good beginning has been mezde in the 
right direction in the sowing of the largest 
wheat crop proLably in the late history of 

_ the state. A fair crop of fall oats has also 
doubled or trebled without delay. 
to plant a good corn crop, not less than 
ten to twelve acres to the plow: and be 
sure to either broadcast field pease in your 
corn at the last plowing, or drop them on, 
or hy the side of the corn rows at the 
second plowing. Then prepare not less 

‘than five acres to the plow fur such crops 
as greund peas, potatoes, sugar cane, millet, 
ete. After that, nut ten acres and no more 
in cotton, regardless of who may advise 
you to the contrary. A crop like this will 
give you twenty-five acres to the plow, and 
that is enough for north Georgia, though in 
middle and south Georgia.a few more acres 
might be cultivated in corn or groundpeas. 


Keep Out of Debt. 
After citing other instances of the same 
sort or in the same line Commissioner 


Stevens concludes as follows: 

“Buy as little guano as possible, but use 
a]l the home-made fertilizers that you can 
get together between this and planting 
time. Stop buying hoehandles,. axhelves, 
hames and other things that you can and 
should make at home on rainy days. Never 
ga to town with an empty wagon. but al- 
ways carry something to sell, if only a load 
of wood. Buy nothing oncredit if you can 
possibly avoid it. Better suffer some pri- 
vations than go in debt. If we would be 
independent and prosperous, we must farm 
on the lines suggested.

If they would 
try the opposite course, extending aid and 
‘credit only to those who make their food 
supplies, how different and how gratifying 
would be the result. I appeal particularily 
to the merchants,. who,’ by their insistence 
on a large cotton acreage before credit 
would be extended, have practically ‘killed 
the goose that laid the golden egg.’ Let

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‘ALL MARKETS CLOSED 


Will Reopen This Merning with Traders 
Expecting Much Activity. 


BULLS IN THE MAJORITY 


They Claim Prices for the Coming Year 
Will Be Considerably Higher. 
_ Market Gossip. 


All markets were closed yesterday, and 
today will be the first business day of the 
new year. 

The trade generally expect, if possible, 
an improvement over the year just ended. 

There is room for improvement in the 
cotton market, and the consensus of opin- 
fen {s that there is to be a material and 
permanent advance in that branch of trade, 
the reason assigned being the revival of 
business in the dry goods market, which 
they say, will be aided by increased ac- 
tivity in the speculative markets. 

The movement of the crop is stiil heavy, 
and indications point: to its continuance, 
but the trade contend that it is offset by 
present business conditions and the demand 
at advancing prices for dry goods of all 
descriptions. 

James Riordan, in his weekly cotton let- 
ter, says: 

‘‘The last week of 1898 was badly broken 


up ‘by holidays and the cotton market was ; 


rather quiet. The bullish fever made its 
presence felt again and prices advanced 
moderately. The hard facts that developed 
were in favor of some decline, but Wall 
street, the south and local operators bought 
quite freely and this had the effect of 
sending prices up despite another enormous 
weekly movement, freer offerings from the 
south and continued discouragement from 
Liverpool. The bulls in cotton have taken 
up a new position. With confidence gained 
from the strength shown by the market in 
the face of the overwhelming movement 
during the past two weeks, they are now 
contending that the ultimate size of this 
crop has become a dead letter. That if 
trade were poor this might not be the ease, 
but that under existing splendid conditions 
in all business the present price discounts 
any possible crop and that no decline from 
that cause is likely. They aiso argue that 
when the great speculation now in progress 
in stocks and grain begins to look too haz- 
ardous, the traders there will turn their 
thoughts and ventures to the cotton mar- 
ket. They lay stress upon the idea that 
the inferior quality of the present crop 
will reduce it from an enormous one in 
point of bales to”a really moderate one 
in point of usefulness. They clinch their 
arguments by stating their conviction that 
this crop has been rushed to market with 
unprecedented rapidity and that the iong 
wished for falling off in receipts is soon 
to occur. That there is something in these 
arguments there can be no doubt and in 
the long run I believe in cotton. But I 
must admit that I am much disappointed 
at the continued owtpouring of supplies in 
such vast q tity, and I am not disposed 
to advise purchases except at good conces- 
sions until this feature of the situation 
changes.’’ 

Messrs. Haven & Stout, 
review, say: 

‘Inspired with confidence by the attitude 
of Wall street interest and continued im- 
provement in manufactured goods, traders 
have disregarded the liberal crop move- 
ment and prices have been well maintained 
at near the highest figures, with the feeling 
strong and the outlook good. The number 
of believers in higher prices continues suf- 
ficiently large to furnish the market with 
active business and lend support on every 
recession. January notices of delivery have 
been issued in fairly large volumes and 
more readily taken than the shorts in that 
month anticipated. Interests both in and 
outside the market regard the welcome 
reception of these motices as a distinctly 
favorable indication,

shipping, and in & measure accounts for 
the more liberal receipts. Exports continue 
very full. though the large stock in Liver- 
pool public and private warehouses, 
amounting to 1,337.000 bales, against 854,000 
bales last vear and 999,000 bales in 1896 and 
1,086,000 ‘bales in 1895, has rendered foreign 
spinners less aggressive in their buying of 
epot cotton. | 
‘‘Relative to the improved condition in 
the market for manufactured goods, it may 
be noted that the stock of printed cloths 
at Fall River, Boston and Providence at the 
close of this calendar year will not exceed 
500,000 pieces, which is about 2,000,000 pieces 
less than the stock a year ago. 
“Thoman’s January report bv final re- 
turns makes the total yield 11,275,200 bales. 


* The general opinion in Liverpool seems to 


be to the effect that should the outturn be 
less than 11,500,000 bales, with the present 
rate of consumption, an advance in prices 
is inevitabie, while in New York there 
seems to be a growing impression that a 
‘boom’ of some @imensions is pending in 
the cotton market, led by Wall street.’ 


For the New Year. 


From The New York Financial News. 

The outlook for good times, the world 
over, has never been brighter, and yet, 
among al] the nations of the earth, our own 
favored land seems to stand supreme in the 
promise of a prosperity great enough to ad- 
vance the material interests of all our 
people. 

The evidences are many. The prospects 
do not relate to the few. nor are they con- 
fined to. two or three commodities. O@ the 
contrary they include all) the staple prod- 
ucts of labor with a surplus of purchasing 
power for the luxuries. 

The most important industry as an index 
is iron, including steel. In the world’s work 
of production iron plays the part that 
money plays in the exchange of commodi- 
ties. Not only are the railroads and steam- 
ships and all their motors and machinery 
based upon iron, but in all the mechanical 
arts iron plays the chief part. The fact 
that, while production of iron*is in excess 
of anything in history, yet that the demand, 
present and prospective, outruns produc- 
tion, is the highest evidence of an increased 
life in all the arts the world over. The 
primary value of iron is great. But it is ir?- 
significant when compared with the second- 
ary value, with what iron does in all and 
for all other. trades. 

Our coal production steadily increases, 
and because we have advantages in the way 
our coa) lies in the ground, for mining it 
more cheaply than can be done elsewhere, 
and for bringing it cheaply to consumption, 
its cost both-at the pit’s mouth and at 
point of consumption steadily decreases, 
while in other nations the ecost steadily 
rises. This means cheap power to work our 
machinery and growing advantage in the 
world’s competition. In other minerals we 
are producingg great and growing wealth. 
In copper, the use of whichis widenjng so 
rapidly that prices increase in the face of 
great! increased production, we are the 
largest producers, and not only the amount 
of our output, but its proportion ofr the 
world’s output, is increasing, and so with 
zinc and many other minerals in 
which business is growing and expanding. 

In tHe production of gold our output 
steadily increases, and while the larzest 
production ig a close question between 
three regions, the United States, South 
because or our 
enormous and growing expo over im- 
ports ,the balance of trade pats to us the 
gold from other regions,/while our own, 
instead of going aproad, as for many years 
to pay old debts, stays at home and swells 
the volume of money by going through the 
mint. The director of the mint now figures 
our gold supply at $910,000,000, the largest 
er capita supply of any country except 

ance. Silver is yet going abroad as a com- 
modity, but the enlarged trade of the world, 
and particularly the development ‘of indus- 
try and trade in Asia, are likely to so in- 
crease its demand for use 4s money as to 
bring its price near to its coinage value. 

If we turn to the products of the soil, 
which constitute so large a part of our ex- 
ports, we find that, because of a failing off 
in the productive capacity of countries for- 
merly our sharp competitors, and an in- 
creased world’s consumption,.there is an 
enlarged foreign demand which takes all 
the wheat we can spare and is taking each 
year an increased amount of our corn. This 
demand is more ‘permanent in character 
than is generally thought, and it will be 
greatly’ added to when commercial com- 
munication penetrates back into Asia. 

The cotton growers of the United States 
are still pushing supply ahead of markets, 
But even in cotton, the opening of markets 
in Asia, Africa and South America, as the 
world’s commerce increases and the pur- 
chasing power of the nations of these con- 
tinents grows, will bring a higher level of 


values. :

The country has grown to such dimen- 
sions that it can only be compared with 
combined Europe. That it is prosperous 
and that its outlook is for even greater 
prosperity, tells the whole story. A people 
who would not be satisfied with the posses- 
sions and promises of the United States 
woukl be a difficult people for even the Al- 
mighty to satisfy. We wish them alli the 
compliments of the season and a continued 
growth of prosperity and good times.

“We will buy all the Georg!a wheat and 
eorn We can get and we will pay cash for 
it,” said Mr. Whitman. “We wil] provide 
a cash market for grain at every railroad 
Station. We hope fo encourage the Geor- } 
gia farmers to grow more wheat and corn, * 
Of course we can get all the grain we 
need in the western markets, but in a | 
year or two we ‘hope to be able to buy in 
this state and neighboring states and that 
will keep the money here at home. The 
Georgia farmer will get from 15 to 20 per 
cent more money for his grain at hig rail- 
road &tation than the western farmers re- 
ceives for his grain at his nearest station. 
Se if the western farmer can afford to 
raise corn and wheat, certain.y the south- 
ern farmér ought ‘to be able to make a 
better profit.” 

The company will pay out from $1,000,000 
to $1,500,400 a year for wheat and corn to 
supply their mill.. Aside from the great 
sum of money which would be kept at 
home if all this grain was grown in the 
State, Mr. Whitman says that the grain 
crops, followed by oats and peas and grass 
will rest the land and will get the farmers 
to venture more stock raising. That is’ 
always the resuit in a grain-growing 
country. This diversity of crops will im- 
prove the land and it will become more 
productive. He says that he knows land 
in Tennessee which through cultivation of 
grain crops, followed by peas and grasses, 
has increased three and four fold in pro- 
duction. 

Mr. Whitman is a native Georgian, He 
went from Forsyth county to Tennessee 
before the war. For a number of years 
he has been engaged in milling at Chatta- 
nooga and has made a great success of it. 
He is experienced jn the business and not 
only understands milling, but he knows the 
trade thoroughly, too. He expects to pay 
speria]l attention to the export. trade, 
shipping from Atlanta to the West Indies 
and South America, 

The new mill, which is six stories high, 
stands between Fulton county's new fail 
and the Georgia railroad tracks. The 
building towers above the jail and when 
the hugh smoke stack is completed the 
top will be 140 feet above the ground. 

One storage elevator in the mill will 
hold 40,000 busheis of grain. The fly wheel 
in the engine room weighs fifty tons and 
is a monster. The belt was made in Atlan- 
ta and is one of the largest in the south. 
The engine is 800 horse power. 

When the mill gets to running it will be 
one of the show places in the city, just 
as the western mills are at Minneapojis. 

Very little has been said about this new 
industry, President Whitman ard Vice 
Presider't W.' C. Mansfie’'d boving pro- 
ceeded very quietly with their enterprise. 
An idea of its value to the city is obtained 
when it is remembered that it wil turn 
out flour, bran, meal and grits to the value 
of $2,280,000 or more in the course of a 
year. .

WENT TO TOWER AT NIGHT 


Sald He Was Flanagan's Brother and 
Was Sent by the Lord. 


A POLICEMAN TOOK HIM IN CHARGE 


Queer Act of a Lunatic—Unfortunate 
Man Will Be Sent to the 
Asylum—Is Said To Have 
Brooded Over 
Trial. 


“T.am here to give Flanagan a kiss in 
the name of the Lord,” exclaimed a 
stranger, who was admitted to the office 
of the Tower at 3 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. 

The man was N. R. Lewis, of DeKalb 
county, who had suddenly gone crazy. He 
was one of the jurors who tried EF. C. 
Flanagan, the murderer, at Decatur about 
a year ago. 

Lewis is a middle-aged man ang has a 
family. Last Wednesday his old mother 
Was sent to the insane asylum, and from 
that time it was noticed he was acting 
queerly. Monday afternoon he left his 
home, saying he intended going to a-store 
in Decatur. An attempt was made to stop 
him, and he dashed off on a@run and es- 
caped from his friends. 

He came to the city from Decatur on a 
Traction car and wandered about all the 
evening. It was a few minutes before 3 
o'clock yesterday morning when he tapped 
on the Tower office windaw and Mr. Walt- 
er Johnson opened the door and admitted 
him. 

“I am Flanagan's eldest brother,’’s said 
Lewis, ‘‘and the Lord has bade me come 
here and see him. I must give him a kiss 
in the name of the Lord.” 

Mr. Johnson reasoned with the man, tell- 
ing him that Flanagan had retired and did 
not care to see any one at that hour. 
Léwis at first insisted upon seeing Flan- 
agan, but finally agreed to sea and re- 
turn at the breakfast hour. 

As soon as Lewis had iailles Johnson 
telephoned the police barracks? saying he 
had directed Lewis to see the chieg of po- 
lice. : 

Captain Thompson waited for Lewig to 
show up, and finding that he was not com- 
ing, a notice was sent out to all the pa- 
trolmen in the city to keep a lookout for 
the crazy man and send him to the’ po- 
lice barracks as soon as found. 

At 4:30 o’clock yesterday morning Patro)- 
man Goodson found Lewis and sent him to 
the barracks. . 

Yesterday Mr. D. N. Thurmond, the 
father-'‘n-law of the lunatic, went after 
Lewis and took him to DeKalb county on 
a writ of lunacy. Mr. Thurmond stated 
that insanity ran in Lewis's family, but he 
had been perfectly sane, to all appearances, 
up to last Wednesday, when his mother 
was taken to the asylum. 

Lewis was one of Flanagan's jurors and 
his relatives seem to think that he has 
brooded over the trial and crime committed 
by the noted murderer and tnat this had 
something to do with his mind becoming 
deranged. : 

The unfortunate man will be tried at De- 
catur on the iunacy writ and gent to the 
state asylum. _ ;
